Repeated 
police charges on the mob failed to 
quell the rioting until daylight came.

Orange News: 
State Horticultural 
Commissioner A. J. Cook addressed a 
meeting bi fruit growers at the city 
nail yesterday afternoon. 
In 
part 
Mr. Cook said: 
"I have been asked repeatedly what 
are the three things most important 
to the citrus growers 
of Southern 
California: 
"After a tour of the 
state and a 
careful comparison of the work be­ 
ing done by fruit experts,* I believe 
that these three things are: 
I. 
The 
elimination of all weeds from every 
orchard; is. 
m e constant lighting of 
scale 
and 
fungus 
detrimental 
to 
trees; 8. Co-operation with the coun­ 
ty 
horticuiiural 
commissioners 
in 
their efforts to maintain a nigh stand­ 
ard and to prevent 
infected 
trees 
irom being Imported Into their terri­ 
tories. 
"In the districts about 
San Jose 
ranchers are taking especial preQ.au- 
Uou6 against weeds of an 
injurious 
nature, and the result has been larger 
crops, 
oouthem California growers 
should follow their example. 
"Freedom from scale and fungus is 
hard to accomplish, but I 
find that 
the disrticts about Tulare 
and San i 
Joaquin are singularly free from these 
pests, and unless the Southern Cali­ 
fornia citrus men are especially wary 
that section will take the leau. 
Oo-operation with the county hor- 
tocultural commissioners 
is 
general 
and commendable. With the exception 
of a few northern counties, where po­ 
litical scheming has worked dissen­ 
sion among some of the officeholders, 
mucn to the detriment of the work, 
everything is harmonious, and 
great 
results are being accomplished. 
"Tho question of quarantine is an 
Important one. 
At the present time 
w e,have the best quarantine laws in 
the world. Dr. C. W. Mailot, the sec­ 
ond man in the entmologlcal division 
of the government Agricultural 
Bu­ 
reau, says that California’s laws 
in 
this respect are very nearly perfect. 
"Two bills, especially, have been 
of much value. One of these prohibits j 
Imports of diseased Hawaiian 
citrus i 
trees, protecting us from the dreaded j 
Mediterranean fly, 
while the other I 
is the law allowing mail insi>ection. I 
This latter law, however, will allow 
of inspection only before the consign- 1 
Blent is maiteu; but we soon hope to! 
have it amended so that mail contain-1 
ing plants may be 
examined when \ 
received. 
Postmaster General H itch-1 
cock is in favor of this amendment 
and it will probably be put through j 
before long.

"Among the many 
things accom-j 
plished by the commission Which are I 
receiving praise is 
the publication ! 
of the state crop reports and of the 
monthly bulletins. These are of great { 
assistance to the citrus growers, giv- 1 
ing them an opportunity of

and warning them against any new j 
pests.

product, 
with California's other 
great 
dried 
fruit, Hie prune, is a .strong feature 
at the present time. 
The shipment 
cam e from the Fresno district where 
the greater part of the im m ense crop 
of Hie state is produced. 
Prelim inary 
estim ates indicate that the raisin out­ 
put this year will he short, but. as it 
has often proved very difficult to dis­ 
pose of Hie entire production, this 
may turn out to he a blessing. 
Ex­ 
port raisins from this state are ship­ 
ped principally to Canada and the is­ 
lands of Dip Pacific ocean. 
Quite a 
portion oi the output also goes to Eu­ 
rope. 
The value of the crop is in ex­ 
cess of $4,500,000. Tile seeded raisins 
on the local market are selling at 6 
to 7 cents a pound. 
C luster raisins 
are not expected for a week or so. 
Receipts of potatoes were heavier 
than for several days—6699 
sacks. 
Thirty-six sacks of beans, 298 sacks 
of sw eet potatoes, and 5300 boxes of 
apples also came in. 
No cheese came 
in and receipts of butter and eggs 
were 41,587 pounds 
and 
ninety-six 
car,cf* respectively. 
T here w ere no 
changes iii Hie staple m arket. 
Some 
liOiighorn cheese was, however, 
of­ 
fered at 19 cents. 
Lemons are quite scarce
